ZAMBIAN COMPLAINT AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA-- 

ITALIANS (SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT) INFORMED US OF PROBABILITY 
THAT THE SC WILL MEET FORMALLY AFTERNOON JULY 27 ON ZAMBIA'S 
COMPLAINT AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. SOUTH AFRICANS HAVE DECIDED 
TO PARTICIPATE IN DEBATE. SOUTH AFRICAN MILITARY 
HEADQUARTERS CLAIM TO HAVE BEEN UNAWARE OF INCURSION INTO 
ZAMBIA, ACCORDING TO BRITISH. WHO UNDERSTAND BOTHA 
(SOUTH AFRICA) WILL BE CONCILIATORY IN SC AND WILL PROPOSE 
JOINT SOUTH AFRICAN-ZAMBIAN FACT-FINDING MISSION TO ZAMBIA. 
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ACCORDING TO BENINESE, DRAFTING GROUP (ZAMBIA, TANZANIA, 
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LIBYA, BENIN, MAURITANIA) CONSIDERED ZAMBIAN WORKING PAPER 
AND HOPE FOR CONSENSUS ON LANGUAGE WHICH THEY DESCRIBE 
AS VERY CLOSE TO THAT OF SC RES 300. (CONFIDENTIAL— USUN 3015) 

UGANDAN REQUEST FOR ASSISTANCE- 

ALTHOUGH THE SYG'S OFFICE HAS NOT RECEIVED APPEAL USUN 
UNDERSTANDS UGANDAN PRESIDENT AMIN HAS SENT TO UN (AND OAU) 

FOR ASSISTANCE IN RELIEVING SITUATION OCCASIONED BY CUT IN 
FUEL SUPPLY, RUMORS ARE CIRCULATING THAT AMIN WILL ASK SYG TO 
SEND FACT-FINDING MISSION TO ASSESS WORSENING SITUATION 
BETWEEN UGANDA AND KENYA.

FIRST SECRETARY OF PRC UN MISSION COMMENTED TO MISOFF THAT 
SECRETARY KISSINGER S JULY 22 PROPOSAL FOR FOUR-POWER 
CONFERENCE ON KOREA REFLECTED "NOTHING NEW" AND THAT WAY 
FORWARD WAS THROUGH US-NORTH KOREAN TALKS AS PROPOSED BY 
NORTH KOREANS. ACCORDING TO NEW YORK TIMES, MINISTER KIM 
HYONG IK OF NORTH KOREA'S UN OBSERVER OFFICE REJECTED 
SECRETARY'S PROPOSAL, DESCRIBING IT AS AN ATTEMPT 
TO "PERPETUATE THE STATUS QUO", KEEP AMERICAN TROOPS IN 
THE SOUTH, AND PREVENT ESTABLISHMENT OF A LASTING PEACE

CHILE AND HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION WORKING GROUP-- 

CHILEAN AMBASSADORS HUERTA AND TRUCCO AND MIGUEL SCHWEITZER 
TOLD AMB BENNETT AND LEONARD GARMENT (US REPRESENTATIVE 
ON HUMAN RIGHTS COMMISSION (HRC)) THEY INTEND TO TRY TO 
CONTINUE COLLABORATION WITH THE HRC AD HOC WORKING GROUP ON 
CHILE, BUT THEY VIEW THE HIGHLY POLITICIZED ATTITUDE OF 
THE WORKING GROUP AS THE KEY PROBLEM. THEY COMPLAINED 
THAT MANY WORKING GROUP ACTIONS WERE CONSCIOUSLY PROVOCATIVE, 
EXPRESSED VIEW THE GROUP MAY BE SEEKING TO PUSH CHILE TO 
THE POINT THAT IT WILL BREAK OFF CONTACT, AND STATED CHILE 
IS DETERMINED TO AVOID THAT. THEY REFERRED TO THE OAS 
TREATMENT OF THE ISSUE AS A SATISFACTORY RESULT, AND INDICATED 
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THEY CONSIDER CHILE IN A MUCH STRONGER POSITION THIS YEAR 
BEFORE THE UN GA THAN IN PAST YEARS. US REPRESENTATIVES 
STRESSED THE GROWING AWARENESS OF AND ATTENTION TO 
HUMAN RIGHTS PROBLEMS BOTH IN THE UN AND THE US, URGED THE 
NEED FOR POSITIVE ACTION BY CHILE, AND SUGGESTED ADVANTAGE 
TO CHILE OF INVITING WORKING GROUP TO GO TO CHILE. 

CHILEANS MADE CLEAR THEY WERE NOT INCLINED TOWARD ISSUING

AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA), PRESIDENT OF UN LOS CONFERENCE 
AND PRESIDENT-ELECT OF THE 3 1ST GA, HAS CIRCULATED A SUB- 
STANTIAL NOTE FOR THE FORTHCOMING LOS CONFERENCE WHICH CONTAINS 
HIS OBSERVATIONS ON THE PRINCIPAL AREAS ON WHICH HE BELIEVES 
DELEGATIONS SHOULD CONCENTRATE. HE CONCLUDED HIS 
ANALYSIS BY CALLING ATTENTION TO DIVERSITIES OF INTEREST 
WITHIN THE GROUP HAS EMERGED IN THE FORM OF THE LANDLOCKED
